The Burden Of Debt 


Figures revealing the enormous burden of debt under which the people 
of Canada are staggering have recently been published in the first of a 
series of articles by Major J. Greetham de Lorimer in the Montreal Daily 
Star, | 

The article is prefaced by the announcement that the author is a recog- 
nized statistician with an international reputation, that his work has been 
officially recognized both in Great Britain and the United States and that 
the information he reveals throws “a new and alarming light on the whole 
Canadian debt situation.” 

Major de Lorimer then proceeds to hurl figures at his readers showing 
at the outset that, exclusive of private capital invested in domestic enter- 
prises such as farms, homes and other small estate property the people and 
industries of this country are indebted to investors in a total of $18,225,- 
244,923, covering bonded indebtedness of Dominion, provincial and munici- 
pal authorities, schools, investments in railroads, electric tramways, elec- 
tric stations, telephone companies, all manufacturing concerns, mines and 
metal industries, forestry and fisheries industries, public utilities, trading 
establishments, finance, insurance, land and mortgage companies. 

The writer states that of this total securities for $9,302,820,361 are 
held by foreign investors or 51.04 per cent. and the remaining $8,922,424,- 
562 or 48.92 per cent. represents investment by Canadians. 

Dividing the total in another manner Major de Lorimer shows that of 
this grand total $11,427,696,492 or 62.70 per cent. is “dead weight’ debt or 
indebtedness on which principal and interest must be paid out of public 
taxation. | 

Further analysis of several tables of figures scattered through Major, 
de Lorimer’s article show that the total bonded debt chargeable to the 
people of the three prairie provinces is $1,470,850,067 of which $915,648,966 
represents dead weight debt for which payment must be made out of pub- 
lic taxation levied on the people of these three provinces 

Allocating these debts to the three individual provinces, every man, | 
woman and child in Manitoba is pledged in a total of $871.69 or for dead- 
weight debt, $533.16. Saskatchewan's per capita share of total debt is 
$486.66 or $255.41 for dead weight debt and every individual in Alberta is 
pledged for a total debt of $835.70 and for debt payable out of taxation 
$419.53, and it must not be forgotten that these figures do not include pri- 
vate capital invested in small domestic enterprises, Multiply these figures 


* by four and a fraction and the indebtedness of the average family is re- 


vealed, if Major de Lorimer's figures are unimpeachable. 

Major de Lorimer lays the blame for this condition of affairs at the 
doors of the Federal and provincial governments as well as the municipali- 
ties and school authorities of each province, stating that this huge burden 
is attributable to over-borrowing and not to Canada's participation in the 
Great War. 

There can be no gainsaying the implied corollary that Canada is over- 
governed when it is remembered that a population of 10,376,786 people 
(1931 census) must pay for the privilege of a Dominion House of Commons 


consisting of 245 representatives and nine provincial legislatures consist- 
ing of another 509 legislators. It is not alone the cost of upkeep of so 
many legislative institutions which has plunged the people into such heavy 
indebtedness but the expenditures which so many representatives have been 
expected to authorize to ensure a place in the sun for their respective con- 
stituencies, 

That this country has more government than the population warrants 
ean be understood when it is pointed out that there is a representative in 
the Canadian House of Commons for every 42,354 persons as compared 
with one for every 74,909 of population in the British House of Commons 
and when to this is added representation in the provincial legislatures aver- 
aging one for every 113,762 of population, the expense of government is 
altogether disproportionate to the population and its ability to pay. 

To cope with this situation various remedies have been broached from 
time to time including proposals to reduce the number of legislatures to 
five, one for the maritimes, one each for Ontario and Quebec, one for the 
prairie provinces and one for British Columbia. Another is a reduction in 
the status of the provincial legislatures to that of the county councils of 
England, which unlike the legislatures are not sovereign bodies and are 
limited in scope and authority. 

With the western provinces in financial difficulties some of these pro- 
posals are likely to be at least discussed in the near future, even if they 
are not the solution to the problem,

Gold From Platinum 


Transmutation Is Described 
By University Men 


Modern 


A method of turning platinum into 
gold—somewhat the reverse of the 
ancient alchemist’s dream of form- 
ing a baser metal to the precious 
yellow—was described to the Na- 
tional Academy of Science. | 

One of science’s newest assaults 
against the strutture of the atom is 
involved in the modern transmuta- 
tion described by two men from the 
University of California. 

Dr. Ek. O. Lawrence and Dr, J. M. 
Cork performed the experiment with 
the cyclotron, or whirligig machine 
gun in which the nuclei of 
are whirled about by an electric field 
11,000,000 
volts and then shot at the atoms of 
ther elements, | 

Dr. Lawrence described how a 
beam of these atomic nuclei of deu- 
terium or heavy water with energies 
of 5,000,000 volts had been shot 
through a number of foils or thin 
sheets of platinum. 

The platinum atoms 
captured some of the speeding par- 
ticles and added them to their own 
masses to change themselves into 
the next lower elements in the table 
which is gold, he said.

RELIEF BILL AND 
BLANK CHEQUES 
UNDER REVIEW 


Ottawa.—The senate gave second 
reading to the unemployment relief 
bill and sent it to the banking and 
commerce committee for further con- 
sideration, 

The limitation of parliamentary 
vote was contained in the unemploy- 
ment relief bill as was the in 
former years, Senator Arthur Meigh- 
en, Conservative leader, said, follow- 
ing a review of provisions of the 
measure by Senator Raoul Dandur- 
and. In effect, the government was 
saying it was ready to give a “blank 
cheque" for relief but was not ready 
to give a “bank cheque” for peace,

order and good government, which 
latter provisions were not in the 
measure, 

“All this talk against blank 
cheque legislation is now exploded as 
humbug and insincerity,’ he de- 
clared, 

Practical steps should be taken 


by the government to better unem- 
ployment conditions, Senator Meigh- 
en said. The government had got- 
ten as far in the study of unemploy- 
ment relief problem ‘‘as they have in 
Alberta on another subject.” 

Senator Dandurand declared that 
when the government had come into 
office it had taken immediate steps 
to face the problem. The present 
government had promised apply 
its best efforts to solve the question, 
and had not promised to ‘end unem- 
ployment’ as the former Conserva- 
tive administration had done in 1930. 
Not only were these steps proposed 
in conjunction with the provinces 
but also through the instrumentality 
of industrial agencies employing 
labor. The government was doing its 
level best to improve conditions. An 
unemployment commission of seven 
was being set up under another bill 
to deal with the problem. 

When a vote of $9,200,000 was 
being considered in the House of 
Commons for relief projects in con- 
the provinces, Labor 
Minister Rogers said he could not 
give details because agreements with 
provinces had not been negotiated. 

Conservative Leader Bennett said 
this made the vote a blank cheque, 
a derogatory term often hurled at 
his government's legislation. 

The minister disagreed. It would 
not be a blank cheque because the 
sum of money was Stipulated. 

That made no difference, Mr. Ben- 
net retorted. Parliament still did 
not know how the money was to be 
spent; it was blank cheque author- 
ity. 

It was impossible to give details 
of the projects because the agree- 
ments were not signed, the minister 
repeated. When in opposition, Lib- 
erals criticised Conservative legisla- 
tion as blank cheques because the 
spending power was unlimited, no 
sums were stipulated at all.

Prison Reform 


Summer Prison Camps To Be Estab- 
lished In Britain 

The first summer prison-camp in 
Great Britain will be established 
this year near Wakefield, in York- 
shire. As the Halifax Herald says, 
“not prison reformers and _ penolo- 
gists alone, but all people of good- 
will and understanding” will find in- 
terest in the experiment. Canadians 
have already learned something from 
the Borstal system for young offend- 


ers, which was started in Britain} 
some years ago, | 
The camp system, away from 


prison walls, has been tried experi- 
mentally in Soviet Russia, although | 
there are many of the old prisons| 
there, too. 


During the coming summer, 
groups of prisoners will leave the) 
Wakefield prison every Monday} 


morning for the camp, and they will | 
return the following Friday. They | 
will cultivate land and do forestation | 
work. Many acres will have to be 
reclaimed before cultivation begins. 

The prisoners will be housed in 
army huts, where fully equipped 
kitchens, dining-rooms and sleeping 
quarters will be provided, as in an 
army camp. There will be fewer re- 
strictions than in ordinary prison 


life. But the great majority of the) 
prisoners, it is said, will be short- 
term men. 


there are farms in| 
connection with the penitentiaries 
and the provincial jails, where) 
healthy, productive work is provided | 
for a large number of the prisoners. 
At Headingly, there is no wall about | 
the jail. But both at Headingly and | 
Stoney Mountain, the men come in} 
from their work to the jail and the 
penitentiary to their meals and to 
sleep. 

At the summer prison-camp with 
which Britain is about to experi- 
ment, the men will be away from 
the prison for nearly a week. They 
will not have their freedom, they! 
will be in detention, and they must |

But there will be fewer) 
restrictions upon them, and they will, 
feel their condition less than in the) 
prison. The hope will be that the 
consideration shown them will help 
them to decide to live honest, in- 
dustrious lives when they regain 
their freedom.

Dehorn All Cattle 


Best Method Is To Use Caustic On 
Horns In Calf Stage 

“Dairy and beef cattle’, says an 
authority, “are much better without 
horns. All cattle bunt one uate 
while together, but injuries are much 
less serious if they are without | 
horns. To dehorn a part of the herd| 
is even more serious than if none) 
are dehorned.” Cows heavy with 
calf, remaining with the herd, are in 
particular danger. In general, the 
same conditions apply to beef herds, 
but particularly during the winter 
feeding season. In fact, it is much, 
better to rear cattle without horns 
by treating them with caustic while 
calves. Some stock men _ neglect 
this simple operation believing that 
dehorning can be done when the cat- 
tle are put on feed. But young cat-, 
tle are often moved to market as 
feeders and the sharp young horns 
of such very frequently cause seri- 
ous injury. All in all it is best to 
raise them without horns. If, how-| 
ever, horns have not been prevented | 
by the use of caustic, all cattle in 
the herd should be dehorned before | 
they are turned out to pasture. Then, 
if any are sold, they will not be a 
source of injury and bruises to the, 
beef and hide of others. 

Argentine is becoming famous for} 
its good quality of beef, one of the| 
principal reasons being the strict at-| 
tention given to breeding and feed-| 
ing; but the Argentine breeder is, 
giving more attention than ever to 
the roping of young calves and kill- 
ing their horns with caustic. “Is it} 
not time,” says the authority quoted 
above, “for Canadians to sit up and 
take notice?”

First Steamship Invaded The North 
Pacific One Hundred Years Ago 
One hundred years ago this year, 

when steamships were not very 

common on the Atlantic, the first 


| Steamship invaded the North Pacific 


and began plying up and down the 
coast of what is now British Colum- 


bia. The spirit of enterprise and 
adventure that had influenced the 
Hudson's Bay Company from the 
beginning led it to put this little 
side-wheeler, the Beaver, on the 
Pacific coast in 1836. And there 


was good business sense in the move, 
because the vessel, though making 
scarcely ten miles an hour, could 
travel steadily to and from all the 
trading posts between 
Fort Vancouver on the Columbia 
river and the present coast of 
Alaska. And where the company 
had no posts, the Beaver could sail 
up the rivers to the Indian villages 
and make a temporary trading post 
of the steamer, thus extending the 
profitable fur trade. 

The Beaver was built and had her 
engines installed in England, but she 
did not steam across the Atlantic. 
She was only 101 feet long and of 
109 tons register. She was fitted out 
to sail across the Atlantic with a 
sister ship, and they both rounded 
Cape Horn and sailed up the west 
coast of America. When the Beaver 
reached Fort Vancouver, her engines 
were put into commission. She had 
a crew of 26 men. The Hudson's 
Bay Company was vested with 
special authority from the Crown, 
and this pioneer steamship on the 
North Pacific carried five nine- 
pounder guns. The firing of these 
guns greatly impressed the Indians. 

That was at the beginning of de- 
British Columbia. 
Soon after, the boundary between 
British and United States territory 
was drawn along the 49th parallel, 
and the Hudson's Bay Company 
moved its main post from Fort Van- 
couver (not to be confused with the 
present Vancouver) up to Victoria. 
A little later came the gold rush to 
the Fraser river and the Cariboo 
country. Then the bringing of the 
colony at the coast into the Cana- 
dian confederation, and the building 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
through to the coast. Since when 
there has been a great development 
of the rich resources of British Col- 
umbia, which promise a still greater 
future for that province.—Winnipeg 
Free Press.
